Washington, January 13.—The 
voice of twenty million active Amer- 
ican men and women was heard to- 
day in Washington demanding rati- 
fication of the treaty of Versailles. 

It was said that if the president 
would not yield, the senate must; 
that if the senate persisted in its 
perversity, the president should 
prove big enough to make cdnces- 
sions, but that the treaty must be 
ratified. 

About the only echo to this clarion 
call from the American people was 
a joint affirmation from Senator 
representing the republican 
majority of the senate, and Senator 
Hitchcock, spokesman of the presi- 
dent and the democratic minority, 
of the senate's sinctre desire to ef- 
fect a compromise. Both senators, 
however, pointed out the difficul- 
ties in the way of compromise. 

A manifesto signed by the author- 
fezd spokesmen of the most promi- 
nent civic, commercial, agricultural, 
ecohomic and industrial interests of 
the nation was presented to the 
white house, to Mr. Lodge and to 
Mr. Hitchcock. 

Ne White House Comment.

Moultrie, Ga., January 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A stick of dynamite placed 
on’ the courthouse lawn early to- 
night and set off with a slow- 
time fuse, resulted in an exploston 
which rocked the business district 
and shook many houses in the rése- 
idential section, but caused no se- 
rious damage. 

There is much excitement over 
the affair and the people are deter- 
mined that the guilty party shall 
be found and punished. 

Officers are at a loss to under- 
stand the motive of the unknown 
miscreant in causing the explosion, 
but some are inclined to hold, to 
the view that it was the work of 
a practical joker. 

Thes explosive appeared to have 
been placed about fifteen feet from 
the courthouse. Aside from _ the 
shatttering of a window on the sec- 
ond story, no damage was done the 
building. Fortnuately there was no 
one in the immediate vicinity when 
the explosion occurred or there 
might have been fatal results. 

As the dynamite was placed at 
some distance from the building, 
the police do not belleve thatit was 
placed there with a view to blowing 
itup. They discountenance the idea 
that it was the work of a bolshevik 
or enemy of society, but think 
rather that it was the prank of 
some school boy. All efforts to 
throw light on the perpetrator of 
the deed, however, had failed at a 
late hour tonight.

Many Improvements.

Grady Hospital Asks Use 
of Emory Buildings Op- 
posite Hospital—Dr. El- 
kin Optimistic on the 
Matter. 


Appropriation of $22,000 for the 
erection of two additional fire houses 
in the city was placed in the tenta- 
tive January budget on Tuesday by 
the council finance committee. An 
additional fire engine and other 
equipment was also provided for. 

One of the new engine houses Is 
to be located in West End, near 
Cascade avenue, and will cost $12,- 
500. The other station will be built 
at Flat Shoals and Metropolitan ave- 
nues, in East Atlanta, and will cost 
$9,500. The new stations were rec- 
ommended by the board of fire mas- 
ters and Fire Chief Cody. 

The committee appropriated $15,- 
000 for the construction of public 
comfort stations in the city. This 
is one of the improvement fof 
which the mayor asked in his an- 
nual message to the Gouncil. 

Fer Negro Library. 

Anotber. appropriation t.ade by 
the committee was $5,000 with which 
to buy @ lot on whith a library fer 
use of the negroes ‘will be erected. 

Increase of $25,000 im the payrolls 
of the sanitary department was al- 
lowed and $15,000 was put in the 
sheet for the purchase of a new 
crane at the crematory, the installa- 
tion of which, it was stated by 
Chief John Jentzen and the engineer 
at the plant, would save enough in 
the release of labor now employed 
at the crematory tod pay for the 
crane in aboutt wo years, besides 
facilitating the handling of gar- 
bage. 

To this department was also ap- 
propriated $25,000 with which to 
build new stables to house the 
dump-cart mules and $7,000 was au- 
thorized to buy two three-ton trucks, 

To Build Garage. 

Proper quarters for the storage 
and repair of city cars was made 
possible by the authorization of 
$7,500, which will be used to build 
a new garage at King and Hunter 
streets. 

Twenty-five thousand dollars was 
set aside in the tentative sheet for 
the purpose of making needed re- 
pairs and improvements at the 
Auditorium, to ‘Tender safe 
against fire hazard.

Mississippi Senator Says 
Body -Is Like Fifth 
Wheel of Wagon —No 
Attention Paid to Peo- 
ple’s Business. 


Washington, January 13.—De- 
manding retognition, just before 
adjournment of the senate tonight, 
Senator Williams, democrat, of Mis- 
sissippl, launched into a bitter at- 
tack upon the body for failure to 
give what he described as proper 
consideration to the pending water- 
power bill. 

‘A motion to adjourn ha@ Been 
withdrawn temporarily for presen- 
tation of two minor bills and mem- 
bers were filing out in some con- 
fusion, when the strident voice of 
the Mississippi senator, rising above 
the din, brought them to a halt. 
Eleven senators remained, and 
counting six on the democratic and 
five on the républican side of the 
chamber, Senator Williams declared 
the upper branch of congress was 
paying no attention whatever to the 
people’s business, 

“The people of the country are 
gradually rising to the point where 
they demanfl abolition of the sen- 
ate for failing to function,” Sen- 
ator Williams shouted. “Here is a 
great bill before it and no attention 
paid to it, and I am inclined to 
agree with Benjamin Franklin, who 
declared the senate of the United 
States was like the fifth wheel of 
a wagon.” 

Again surveying the almost empty. 
chamber, Senator Williams said: 

“Mr. president, I am almost 
tempted to demand a qugrum, only 
it would be too un-clublike.” i 

With that Senator Williams sat 
down, and Senator Hoke Smith, of 
Georgia, on. his way out, hat and 
overcoat in hand, ended the pro- 
ceedings by calling attention to the 
fact that the motion to adjourn was 
pending.

ULLEGES VOTE 
FOR RATIFICATION 
BY GUMPROMISE 


That Propositian Polled 
the Heaviest Vote in 32 
‘Institutions Throughout 
Country. 


STUDENTS BALLOTED 
ON FOUR.PROPOSALS 


Total of 29,910 Votes 
Cast—11,182 in Favor of 
Compromise—The Next 
Highest Vote Was 9,002 
for Ratification. 


New York, January 13.—Ratifica- 
tion of the peace treaty by compfo- 
mise polled the heaviest vote in 
thirty-two colleges and universities 
throughout the country which had 
reported comp#ete returns tonight 
in the intercollegiate referendum. 
voted upon today by the student 
bodies of 400 institutions of higher 
learning. In the thirty-two colleges, 
which included the great eastern 
universities of Harvard, Princeton, 
Yale, Columbia, Cornell and the i‘ni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, a total of 
29,910 votes were cast. Of these 
11,182 were in favor of ratification 
by compromise and the mext high- 
est vote cast—9,002—was for rati- 
fication without reservations or 
amendments. 

The students voted on four pro- 
posals, unreserved ratification, op- 
\position to ratification in any form, 
vTatification with the Lodge reser- 
vations and ratification by com- 
promise. The 32 completed returns 
thow 6,563 votes for the Lodge 
reservations, and 3,163 ast e ‘ainst 
adpption ‘of the treaty fi any 4rm. 
The results -shown: in the tal 
returns received. so far represent 
virtuaily the same division of opin- 
ion as indicated by the individual 
returns for the 32 colléges, all of 
which are situated in the east, south 
or middle west, -Returns from the 
western states are not expected be- 
fore tomorrow when the total vote 
for the country will be tabulated 
and made public by the intercolle- 
giate treaty referendum committee 
here.

JOB OF SIX YEARS 
| TO MAKE DESERT 


OF UNITED STATES 


Chicago, January 13.—A six-year 
job faces the federal prohibition 
agents in making the United States 
dry, according ~to H. M. Gaylord, 
deputy commissioner of internal 
revenue of Washington, D. ©. who 
addressed agents and inspectors of 
mid-western states today. 

At the end of that period, Mr. 
Gaylord said, the revenue bureau 
figured that the United States will 
be a “real desert.” 

Revenue agents, who will work 
under A. V. Dalirymple, prohibition 
director for Illinois, Iowa, Wiscon- 
sin, Indiana and Minnesota in the 
enforcement campaign which opens 
Saturday, have received special in- 
structions the last two days by men 
experienced in raiding stills and 


catching liquor law violators. 
Major Dalrymple tonight defined 
his position on “hip liquor.” 
“The carrying of- liquor.” he 
said, “will be much like carrying 
concealed weapons. While it is un- 
lawful to carry it, we cannot search 
a person unless we have informa- 
tion that he has it in his possession. 
“If he exposes his bottle, or takes 
it out ¥ his pocket in public, he is 
liable to arrest. and, if seen by 
any of my men, will be arretsed.”

Wilson Sees New Era 


In the First Meeting 
‘Of Council of League 


President Says It Is First | 


Great Step Towards the 
Ideal Concert of the Na- 
tions. 


Washington, January 13.—Assem- 
bly of the council of the league of 
nations in Paris next Friday will 
“mark the beginning of a new era 
in international co-operation and 
the first great step towards the 
ideal concert of nations,” Presi- 
dent Wilson declared in issuing the 
call for .the meeting, as provided | 


by the.treaty of Versailes. The 
text of e call was made public 
here tonight. 

“It will bring the league of na- 
tions into being as a living force, 
devoted to the task of assisting the 
people of all ountries in their de- 
sire for peace, prosperity and hap- 
ness,” the cablegram, addressed to 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Japan, 
Brazil, Belgium and Spain said. The 
president is convinced that its prog- 
ress will accord with the noble 
purpose to which it is dedicated.”

Congressman Gallivan 
Bitterly Attacks Chief 
of Staff for His Awards 
of D. S. Medals. 


PROBE RESOLU TI ON 
ADOPTED BY HOUSE

Army Officers in Wash- 
ington Received D. S. 
Medals Than, Those on 
Battle Line in France. 


Washington, January 13.— The 
movement for congressional invest- 
igation into awards of army war 
decorations produced a stormy scene 
in the house today, during which a 
resolution by Representative Galli- 
van, democrat, of Massachusetts, 
calling on Secretary Baker for a 
report on the awards was adopted. 

The fight centered largely about 
Mr. Gallivan’s attack “en General 
March, chief of staff, and other offi- 
cers assigned to duty in Washing- 
ton during the war. The chief of 
staff and other officers attacked 
were\defended by other members. 


March Ia Defended. 

Representatives DeWalt and 
Steele, of Pennsylvania, vigorously 
defended the chief of staff, the lat- 
ter declaring General March had 
fought abroad “like a true soldier 
and returned here over his own 
opposition.” 

Chairman Kahn, of the military 
committee, questioned some of Mr. 
Gallivan’s statement, and Repre- 
sentative Caldwell, democrat, New 
York, said attacks on the officers 
trained at West Point and Leaven- 
worth were “unjustified.” 

“The house ought not to = quiesce 
in the attack on Gener March 
and other officers of the a! ay,” de- 
clared Representative Moore, demo- 
crat, Virginia, concluding the de- 
bate with an appeal for rejection 
of the resolution, which on a roll 
call, was adopted 183 to~123. Most 
of th edemocrats opposed it. 

Represeniative Gallivan urged the 
adoption of his measure as the start 
of a general congressional investi- 
gation into the award of war hon- 
ors, declaring that proportionately 
more officers in Washington re- 
ceived distinguished service niedals 
than those in the front lines. The 
services of all “lounge lizards of 
the second army of the Potomac” 
were recognized with decorations, 
Gallivan charged, including former 
chiefs of staff, who, he said, were 
removed for inefficienty. 


High Priest ef Prussianism. 


General March was referred to by 
Mr. Gallivan as “the high priest of 
Prussianism,” and the “man for 
whom no officer ever speaks a word 
except contempt,” adding that his 
citation for the dis.. ud serv- 
ice medal would have been writ- 
ten only “under orders.” Several 
other members lauded the chief of 
staff for his fairness and efficiency, 
declaring he was entitled to any 
honors conferred on him. They 
also accused Gallivan of unfairness 
in attacking officers who could. not 
reply.

The first meetings for 1920 to be

Large Capital Increases.

The statement that the deposits

The deposits of the Atlanta Na- 
tional. bank haye increased by 
$9,000,000 for the year. 
The undivided profits of the Low- 
ry National bank, which were £375,- 
000 for 1918, showed an increase of 
$125,000 for the past year. 
Deposits Show Big ‘tiain. 
The deposits of the Central Bank 
and Trust corporation § increased 
$4,714,357.62 over the previous year. 
. The surplus of the Trust: Company 
of Georgia was increased from $1,- 
000,000 to $1,500,000 and $199,600 
placed to undivided profits. 
A meeting of the stockholders 
of the Atlanta National Bank, one 
of the largest financial institutions 
in the south, was held Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. A report by the officers 
showed that the bank had on de- 
posit $30,814,000, an increase of 
$9,000,000 for the same date of 1918.

Basle, January 13.—Many persons 
were killed or wounded in Berlin 
today when the troops fired upon. 
or bayonetted demonstrators ‘who 
tried to rush the reichstag én- 
trances in protest against the ex- 
ploitation law, says a dispatch from 
Berlin. 

The dispatch adds that since nook, 
crowds have paraded the streets of 
Berlin, following an appeal from 
Die Freiheit, the radical socialist 
organ, for workmen to demonstrate 
in protest against the law. 


Reichstag Building Attacked. 
Berlin, January 13.—Up to 2:30 
this afternon public order had not 
been restored in connection with.

The 
chamber adjourned until Wednes- 
day. 


The so-called exploitation law is 
an outgrowth of resolutions passed 
by the social democrats at numer- 
ous meetings last September indors- 
ing a system of workers’ and eco- 
nomic councils as the first step to- 
ward socialization. The speakers 
at the September meetings strongly 
condemned the soviet system. At- 
tempts were made at the time to 
disturb the meetings, but there were 
no serious disorders.

That the students of Georgia coi- 
leges favor unrestricted ratification 
of the league of nations, was shown 
in the results of straw ballots held 
Simultaneously in most of the col- 
leges of the state yesterday. The 
trend of the vote in the Atlanta 
universities, while the counting of 
the ballots has not been completed, 
indicates unrestricted adoption will 
rule by an overwhelming majority. 

The vote, shaped as a referendum, 
to obtain sentiment of college ‘men 
throughout the country regarding 
the peace treaty, was the suggestion 
of university newspapers of Yale, 
Harvard, Columbia and Princeton. 

No Vote at Tech. 

Thousands of votes were cast 
over the nation and great interest 
in the undertaking was evidenced 
from the day it was first mentioned. 
Mass meetings at Oglethorpe and 
Emory marked the eventful day for 
Atlanta. Due to other meetings, 
arranged a week ago, no vote was 
taken at the Georgia School of

Ferdinand Dallas McMillan, 
federate veWeran and a pioneer cit- 
of Atlanta, died Tuesday 
morning at a ~»private hospital.

In the death of Mr. MeMillan. 
Atlanta loses one of her most valued 
one who witnessed the 
steady growth of the great city 
from a country hamlet and who 
aided materially in its development.

FROM LICENSE TAX 


McLendon Holds Even Ma- 
chines Used to Pull Wag- 
ons Are Exempt. 


Replying yetserday to a letter of 
inquiry from Cliff Mitchell, of Mar- 
tin, Ga., Secretary of State S. G. 


McLendon rules that farm tractors 
are not liable to the automubile li- 
cense tax, regardless of the charac- 
ter in which they are used. 

Mr. Mitchell wrote that the farm- 
ers of his county were using trac- 
tors on the public roads to haul 
fertilizers from the freight offices 
and for other draft purposes and 
wished to know whether this could 
be done, provided they paid a li- 
cense. Mr. McLendon’s reply, in 
which he holds that it is not neces- 
sary for farmers to pay a tax in 
order to use their tractors in this 
way, is as follows: 

Mr. Cliff Mitchell, Martin, Ga. 

My Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your - 
letter of January 8, in which you say: “We 
hare several farmers here in this section 
that have tractors, made to plow with, and 
a lot of them are using them on the public 
highway as a truck, hauling fertilizer, etc. 
I want to know whether or not they are en- 
titled by a license to do this.’’ 

As the law now stands, al] highways in 
Georgia are toll roads for the use of which, 

those operating motor vehicles, the state 

arges toils or fees. 

Section 4 of the motor vehicle law declares 
that every owner of a motor vehicle shall, 
before he shall operate such motor vehicle, 
register and obtain a license from the sec- 
retary of state. 

Section 2 provides that the term motor 
vehicle shall apply to all vehicles propelled 
by power other than muscular power, except 
road rollers, traction engines and railway 
or motor cars running upon stationary tracks 
or rails. 

Section 6 povides that for each non-pas- 
sengc¢r-carrying motor vehicle or truck of 
one ton capacity or less, the owner must 
pay $15. The operators of traction engines 
on the highways are not required to register 
or pay the fee, and a traction engine is not 
a truck. 

As I understand it, a tractor is prac- 
tically a traction engine capable of draw- 
ing plows, harrows, reapers, or even ordi- 
nary farm wagons properly arranged for that

Would Develop Alto, 
State Sanitarium 


At the annual meeting of *the 
state board of health. at the capitol 
‘Tuesday morning plans were made 
‘to enlarge Alto,.‘the state sani- 
torium for tubercular patients, and 
to ask for a larger appropriation 
from the legislature at the session 
next summer.. 

It was pointed out that the de- 
partment, under whose control and 
direction Alto has been for the past 
eighteen months, has expanded to 
its limits on the appropriation made 
by the general assembly. A total 
of 82 patients are now in the sani- 
torium and that is the entire ca- 
pacity for this state institution. 

It is the plan of the board to es- 
tablish a negro unit. As the sit- 
uatiion now stands, there is no pro- 
vision for negro patients. They also 
propose to build an additional dor- 
mitory for nurses and for help that 
is employed there. 

In addition to this, a campaign 
against malaria will. be put under 
way by the board in south Georgia 
at an early date. The board now 
has plans for establishing. a divi- 
sion of child hygiene and nursing. 
These plans are almost completed at 
present. ~ . 

Reports from thé various depart- 
ments were. submitted. The report 
from laboratory tests made during 
1919 shows an increase over 1918 
of 12,128. Total tests made in 
1918 were 6,185; total in 1919 were 
18,316. Eight members of the 
board were present.

If you 
can exclude socialists in New York 
today, tomorrow you may exclude 
republicans in Mississippi and dem- 
ocrats in Pennsylvania.

FOR SUGAR SHORTAGE 


New York,- January 13.—The 
Sugar shortage last year was 
blamed today on the United States 
sugar cqualization board by L. V. B. 
Cameron, in his annual report to 
the National Association of ‘Brok- 
ers in Refined Sugars, of which he 
is president. 

The board, he said, encouraged 
export business last year! before 
Great Britain claimed the one-third 
of the Cuban crop of 1918-19, which 
it had been allotted. When sugar 
was about to be exported, Great 
Britain demanded its share, and 
then, said” Mr. Cameron, came the 
“deluge.” At preservink time it 
was impossible for the refiners to 
take care of the demands of the 
British royal commission, the ship- 
ments to neutral countries and do- 
mestic needs. 

“The agreement relating to ship- 
ments for the account of’ the Brit- 


ish royal commission has never been 
published,” Mr. Cameron continued. 
ae this agreement had been pub- 
lished by the equalization board. 
would it not appear that a large 
portion of the assimilated stocks 
in the refiners’ hands in the early 
part of the year actually belonged 
to the British royal commission? If 
the country had had a knowledge 
of these facts, would not the whole- 
sale dealers and manufacturers 
have protected themselves against 
an impending shortage?” 

The board purchased the entire 
Cuban crop. of 1918-19 and two- 
thirds were allotted for domestic 
needs of the Wnited States. Early 
in the year American refiners had

OPERATORS BOW 
10 COMMISSION 


They Will Take Part in 
Adjudication of Claims 
of Miners for Higher 
Pay and Shorter Hours. 


Washington, January 13.— The 


‘coal strike settlement commission 


was enabled to begin its actual 
work of considering and adjudi- 
cating claims of bituminous miners 
for advanced wages and shorter 
working hours today by agreement 
of operators in the central competi- 
tive field to participate in the pro- 
cedure and abide by the decision of 
the commission. This removed the 
last obstacle and the commission 
immediately called for John IL. 
Lewis, acting president, and other 
representatives of the mine work- 
ers to set forth the case for the 
men. Lewis and his associates set 
forth the full demands as presented 
before the strike last November, 
for a 60 per cent increase in wages, 
a thirty-hour working week and six 
other concessions. Straightforward- 
ly they told the commission they 
were not attempting merely to ob- 


'tain for the miners increases over

The operators’ notice of consent 
to participate was given at the 
opening of the commission’s session 
today by Ralph Crews, counsel for 
the central fleld committee. He 
made the reservation, however, that 
the operators could not legally par- 
ticipate in a coal price fixing agree- 
ment, unless it were provided that 
such an agreement would expire 
with the Lever food and fuel con- 


trol act. 

The ‘operators, Crews added, con- 
sidered that the commission’s award 
“of itself’ would constitute a bind- 
ing and final wage agreement, as 
between the miners and their em- 
ployers. President Robinson, of the 
commission, immediately pointed 
out that President Wilson’s letter 
creating the commission empow- 
ered it only to make an award 
which would “serve as a basis upon 
which a new wage agreement can 
be made.” 

Mr. Crews agreed to accept for 
the operators whatever construction 
the commission . might choose to 
place on the word, and to waive the 
receipt of answers to a series of 
ten questions which the operators 
vesterday submitted to the com- 
mission, 

Basis of Agreement. 


“The mine workers understand 
that the award shall be a basis of 
a new wage agreement, and not of 
itself an agreement,” said John L. 
Lewis, acting president of the mine 
workers. “I trust the record is not 
beinge made here which can be used 
subsequently as a basis fora refusal 
by the operators to write into the 
wage agreement the commissions 
award.” 

President Robinson said Mr. 
Crews’ stipulation that the commis- 
sion should have power to determine 
what the procedure should be had 
cleared up this point. 

Miners’ representatives put before 
the commission their full demands 
as originally made and refused by 
the operators before the calling of 
the coal strike last November. Act- 
ing President Lewis recited demands 
for an increase of 60 per cent in 
wages, the six-hour work day” and 
five-day week, for the abolition of 
double shifts and for the considera- 
tion by districts of internal differ- 
ences, and defended each of them.

Significance of Meeting. 

“The president earnestly ventures 
the hope that the government of 
Great Britain wfll be in a position 
to send a representative to this 
first meeting. He feels that it is 
unnecessary for him to point out 
the deep significance attached to 
this meeting or the importance 
which it must assume in the eyes 
of the world. It will mark the 
beginning of a new era in inter- 
national co-operation and the first 
great step toward the ideal concert 
of nations. It will bring the league 
of nations into being as a living 
force, devoted to the task of as- 
Sisting the peoples of all countries 
in their desire for peace, prosperi- 
ty and happixess.

Germany’s Cry of ‘Wolf! 
Nothing But Never-End- 
ing German Propaganda, 
Says Former Ambassa- 
dor to Switzerland. 


By James A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 
Washington, January 13.—For- 
mer Ambassador to Switzerland 
Pleaanst A. Stovall, and Mrs. Sto- 
vall-teft Washington tonight for 
their home in Savannah, Mr. Sto- 
vall having concluded all matters 
with the state departemnt incident 
to his resignation from the diplo- 
matic service. 
Before leaving, the Georgian, who 
has spent seven years in the shadow 
of Germany, and was located at 


posts during the world war, before 
and after America’s participation, 
spoke with keen knowledge of Ger- 
many designery when he declared 
today that the presentcry of “wolf” 
was only for effect, and a part of 
the never ceasing German propa- 
ganda. The latter was by no means 
scotched, he declared, when the 
Tueton representatives signed the 
‘armistice. Germany wanted to 
evade paying the penalties exacted 
by the allies and raised the cry of 
“bolshevism” in her midst. And 
now that nation is spreading the 
“news” that it is bankrupt. 
Ebert Opposes Radicalism. 

“T do not believe Germany is really 
in danger from the soviet move- 
ment,’ said Mr. Stovall. “The man 
at the head of the German gov- 
ernment is a hard-headed man, of 
iron and machine guns, and, 
a socialist, is a bitter 
extreme experiments.

frighten the allies and deter them 
from enforcing strong penalties and 
collecting big indemmities and repa- 
ration.

Text of the “Manifesto.” 


Their "manifesto” to the white 
house and the capitol read: 

“Washington, D. C., January 13, 
1920.—-To the President and to the 
senate of the United States:

Speaks at Waynesboro. 


Waynesboro, Ga., January 13.— 
(Special.)—Governor Dorsey pre- 
sented the cotton bank plans to 
the citizens of Burke county here 
Monday. Particular interest cen- 
tered in his address because this is 
the home of R. C. Neely, who is 
given credit for the original idea of 
the bank. . 

The governor went into the de- 
tails of the institution, pointing 
out how it is to be organized and con- 
ducted and its purposes. The state, 
he, said, is to be divided into seven 
districts and each @istrict will be 
allotted three thousand shares, 
The county will elect representa- 
tives, from one to five, and these 
representaives will in turn elect 
two directors from each division of 
the state, makinga total of fourteen 
directors. These directors will de- 
cide wher the bank is tobe placed. 

The farmers are expected to take 
60 per cent of the stock, but if 
they do not, then it is to be allowed 
tobe taken by any business man. It 
is to be chartered as a two-and-a- 
half - million - dollar organization, 
with a half million of this amount as 
surplus. This amount, even by the 
promoters, ' regarded as small, but 
they pofnt out that this will make 
an excellent beginning. 


The strongest feature of the pro- 
posed institution and one that is cal- 
culated to give the public confi- 
dence in it is that it will be a mem- 
ber of thé federal reserve banking 
system and will come under the in- 
spection of the state banking au- 
thority. 

The citizens of the county were 
not only glad to hear the governor 
because of the interest they have in 
the proposed bank, but they wanted 
to weigh him in connection with the 
senatorial race. While he did not dis- 
cuss any subject except the bank, he 
won for himself a high place in 
the minds of his hearers.

Extradition Refused 
In Strosnider Case, 
Says Local Attorney 


Atlanta detectives who went to 
Chicago for the purpose of arrest-
